The  death  return  shows  the  longevity  of  the  population  with  nearly 
half  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  75  and  over  age  groups  and  70%  in 
the  65  and  over  age  group. 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  those  affecting  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  nearly  half  the  deaths  in  the 
district.  Coronary  disease  was  the  most  important  single  cause  of 
death. 

Deaths  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  account  for  70%  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  these  conditions  are  ones  in  which  the  individual  can 
hake  preventive  action.  If  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban  District  were 
to  reduce  their  weight-  to  the  ideal  level,  take  more  exercise  and  stop 
smoking  they  would  feel  much  fitter  and  within  a  few  years  there 
would  be  a  marked  improvement  in  the  mortality  figures.

Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents  a  test  is 
performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of 
Tuberculosis  (Heaf  Test).  If  it  has  done  so  no  further  action  is 
taken  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity. 
If„  however  the  test  indicates  the  child  has  not  encountered  the  tubercle 
bacillus  then  vaccination  is  carried  out.  The  age  of  13  has  been  chosen 
because  at  this  age  the  natural  resistance  of  the  disease  tends  to  drop 
and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection  during  the  years  of  increased  ri!sk.

Cervical  Cytology 

This  year  has  seen  the  first  full  year  of  the  wide-spread  availability 
in  the  area,  of  the  cervical  smear  test  for  cancer  of  the  cervix.  This 
simple  test  which  allows  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix 
is  available  through  (a)  the  patients  General  Practitioner  (b)  L.ndsey 
County  Council  (c)  the  Hospital  Out  Patient  Department  and  (d)  the 
Family  Planning  Clinic. 

It  is  regretable  that  after  the  outcry  for  the  development  of  this 
service,  there  has,  after  the  first  few  months,  been  such  a  fall  toff  in 
demand. 

In  common  with  many  public  health  services  those  least  at  risk 
are  the  most  likely  to  attend.  The  women  from  the  lew  socio-economic 
groups  with  large  families,  who  are  moist  at  risk,  are  slow  to  come 
forward.  This  may  be  because  they  have  difficulty  in  getting  away 
from  their  families  to  attend,,  apathy,  fear,  or  the  fact  that  they  are 
unaware  of  the  availability  of  the  service. 
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It  is  essential  that  maximum  use  should  be  made  of  such  an  im¬ 
portant  preventive  measure,  I  feel  that  in  many  of  these  cases  the 
only  solution  will  be  for  the  service  to  be  taken  to  the  patient,  at 
home. 

Family  Planning 

The  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act  1967  has 
provided  local  health  authorities  with  the  power  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  giving  of  advice  on  contraception  and  for  the  supply  of  con¬ 
traceptives  substances  and  appliances  to  the  public  generally  and  no 
longer  only  to  those  seeking  advice  on  medical  grounds.  No  distinc¬ 
tion  is  to  be  drawn  between  married  and  unmarried  persons.  No 
charge  is  to  be  mSade  for  advice  or  examination  but  charges  can  be 
made  for  materials. 

Lindsey  County  Council  have  decided  to  operate  a  scheme  and 
have  arranged  for  the  Family  Planning  Association  to  provide  the 
service  as  the  County  Council’s  agent. 

The  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  supply  of 
prescriptions,  drugs  and  appliances,  though  the  amount  to  be  re¬ 
covered  will  take  account  of  each  persons  financial  circumstances. 

The  County  Council  have  also  decided  that  parental  consent  shall 
not  be  necessary  for  any  category  of  patient  over  16  years  of  age. 
Meals  on  Wheels

These  acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  during  the  year.

I  wish  to  present  my  report  for  1967  dealing  with  'the  public 
health  work  of  the  department. 

Good  progress  wias  made  during  the  year  in  most  branches,  but 
there  still  remains  a  lot  to  be  done  particularly  in  the  field  of  housing 
improvements. 

The  builders,  butchers,,  shopkeepers  (and  other  tradesmen  with 
whom  we  have  to  work  co-operated  well  during  the  year  and  this 
considerably  eased  the  work  of  the  department. 

Once  again  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Clerk  for  the  support  given  during 
the  year.

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Housing 

A  further  four  houses  here  ‘closed’  during  the  year  and  'others 
listed  to  be  dealt  with  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Gordon  Field  development  comprising 
twenty  six  houses  and  seven  bungalows  for  the  elderly  is  proceeding 
well  and  completion  is  expected  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  Council  has  purchased  a  further  3£  acres  of  land  in  the 
Lammas  Leas  Road  area  and  a  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for 
the  erection  of  a  number  of  .bungalows  and  flatlets  for  the  elderly. 

During  the  year  a  small  amount  of  private  development  took 
place  and  a  scheme  was  submitted  by  private  developers  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  some  57  dwellings  togther  with  roads  and  sew,ers  in  the  Gordon 
Field  area. 

The  granting  of  100%  advances  to  purchasers  of  houses  was  con¬ 
tinued  though  this  had  to  be  somewhat  restricted. 

Food  preparing  and  making  up  places 

No  serious  matters  arose  in  connection  with  these  premises  and 
all  appear  to  have  'been  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  exceeded  that  of  last  year 
and  every  animal  was  inspected. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  again  low  which  points  to 
the  excellence  of  the  animals  used  by  the  local  butchers. 

Once  again  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  ?and  Food  gave  advice  and  support  when  they  occasionally 
accompanied  me  on  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses.

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Despite  the  age  of  the  system  very  little  trouble  was  experienced 
during  the  year. 

Because  of  the  condition  of  some  of  the  sewers,  subsoil  water 
finds  its  way  into  them  with  the  result  that  the  pumping  apparatus 
at  the  works  is  having  to  work  for  longer  periods  than  it  would  if 
only  sewage  was  being  dealt  with. 

In  an  endeavour  to  find  some  melans  of  easing  this  heavy  infiltra¬ 
tion  the  Council’s  engineers  have  been  instructed  to  submit  a  detailed 
report  on  the  whole  system  together  with  recommendations. 

The  routine  sanding  of  manholes  was  again  carried  out  and  this, 
it  is  believed,  is  the  main  reason  why  we  have  had  so  little  chokage 
trouble. 

One  man  is  engaged  full  time  at  the  works.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  again  satisfactorily 
carried  out  and  not  one  complaint  respecting  it  was  received  during 
the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  this  scheme  operated 
well  and  appears  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  tradesmen. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continues  on  an  area  of  land  at  the  rear 
of  the  sewage  works  at  Middle  Rasen  and  all  steps  possible  are  taken 
to  prevent  nuisance  from  flies  'and  vermin. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

Very  little  changeover  in  registered  premises  took  place  during 
the  year. 

In  1966  all  registered  premises  were  inspected  in  detail  but  this 
year  fewer  visits  were  made. 

The  majority  of  the  premises  are  kept  in  a  proper  state  iand  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  observed  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  felt  1a  few 
need  more  regular  visits  in  order  to  ‘keep  them  up  to  scratch’. 

No  serious  matters  arose  during  the  year  nor  were  any  accidents 
reported. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  supply  to  the  district  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

A  few  ‘taste’  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  in  'certain 
parts  of  the  larea. 

This  information  was  passed  on  to  the  North  East  Lines.  Water 
Board  fotr  investigation  and  any  possible  action. 

Conversions 

Because  of  houses  closed  iand  conversions  carried  out  during  the 
year  the  number  of  pail  icloseits  at  premises  on  the  line  of  sewer  is 
now  reduced  to  four.  Two  of  these  properties  are  likely  to  be  de¬ 
molished  in  the  near  future. 

Of  the  ten  properties  off  the  fine  of  sewer  having  pail  ! closets, 
two  are  likely  to  be  cleared  in  the  not  too  distant  future  while  negotia¬ 
tions  (are  in  progress  for  ‘converting  four  of  the  remainder.
